HOW TO P’JT AWAY FURS.

It is often tie ...re i (flat the storing 
of viilti.inle furs at i.oiue is a false 
economy, lit.I it is om u iileli the wont 
an who itnssis.-valtii.hu* furs seldom 
attempts to prat ti e. The very fact of 
her lu-iiia aide to buy stc h things ar 
gues that when warm weather comes 
along the prohh to of storage is prompt¬ 
ly solved liy h. r maid going to the tele 
phone and ringing up a good firm of 
furriers with instructions to call for 
madam's beautiful peltry next morn- 
lug. The furs go away, are cleaned 
mid lie in an an tie ntmosphere until 
October comes nipping and madam 
wants them again. 

Hut the average woman, with her one 
fur coat or her inn IT and stole, seldom 
wishes to involve the expense entailed 
by such it proceeding, and it is not en 
tirely necessary that she should. 

Cleaning is the first matter to be con¬ 
sidered when putting away furs. A 
sunny, bri e day should be chosen for 
the task, and eai I) article beaten out of 
doors wifli a light cane beater and left 
for some hours to become thoroughly 
aired Not! e whether any fluff flies 
from the fur during the beating, as 
this is a sure sign that the moths have 
been there already. 

The coarser sorts of fur, such as are 
used for heavy motor coats, will stand 
a firm brushing with a fairly hard 
brush, but a softer brush must be used 
for the more delicate skins, which 
should also be brushed after their beat¬ 
ing 

Bran which lias been heated in the 
oven and then rubbed into the fur is an 
excellent cleansing medium. Powdered 
magnesia may be used iu- the same way 
for while furs. After another shaking 
the furs are ready lo be put away. 

A stout chest lined with tarred paper 
is an excellent storing place. Ian It gar¬ 
ment should l.e wrapped in newspaper 
—moths dislike the odor of the ink— 
and whatever moth preventive the own¬ 
er uses should be liberally applied. 

Camphor and red pepper are u<>t iu 
the high favor they enjoyed in our 
mothers' days. It is not now consider¬ 
ed necessary to have anything so disa¬ 
greeable about one's belongings, and 
there is a revival <>f the old world ens- 
tom of using doves and cinnamon, 
toh'iuln beans and orris root. I.lttle 
muslin bags of cedar wood shavings 
distributed among the furs are nu ex¬ 
cellent moth preventative. 

If you have no suitable chest in 
which to store your furs a good plan 
is to make bags of strong unbleached 
limui for each article. Make them so 
that they draw up securely at the top. 
and siitelt sachets containing your pet 
moth scarer to their Insides. These 
hag's may hang in n wardrobe, where 
they will lie convenient for the occa¬ 
sional overhauling which the most 
carefully put away furs should have 
once or twice during the summer.
